SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The compact disc sound recording slick (CD slick) Regurgitator is classified as: 
Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 16 years. 

The dominant effect of the CD slick is a well produced collection of lyrics, information 
and images designed to inform and entertain the reader about Regurgitator, most of 
which are innocuous. However, the combination of the written and illustrated sexual 
references is likely to make the availability of the CD slick injurious to the public good, 
in this instance persons under the age of 16 years. 

The CD slick contains some offensive language and sexual references which are often 
presented in a didactic or humorous manner. The expletives and sexual references in 
lyrics are used to emphasise the point of view of the writer of the lyrics. References 
are made to gang rape, anal intercourse and fellatio. Two cartoon images depict a 
naked man, one of which depicts him with an erection. These depictions present as 
humorous and somewhat adolescent. Another image depicts three penises playing 
musical instruments and ejaculating. 

The New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) has been balanced against the 
criteria as discussed in s3 of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 
1993. Section 14 of the NZBR Act applies to this CD slick. The classification given to 
the CD slick is a restriction on the right to freedom of expression that is both 
reasonable and justified as outlined in s5 of the NZBR Act. 
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
